—Doctors Blame Keepers for Not 
‘Hurrying Him to Hospital. 


Frederick D. Yuengling, a son of David 
G. Yuengling, the retired brewer, of Hud- | 
gon, N. Y., died in the prison ward in| 
Bellevue Hospital late yesterday after- 
noon of chronic alcoholism, 
been sent after he had been held in $500 
bail by Magistrate Barlow for having 
given to an automobile agency & check 
that was dishonored when presented for 

ayment. 

Tehuoaag? night, when he was arrested, 
Yuengling had begged Henry Bolter, a 
liveryman of 229 West Forty-sixth Street, 
who ‘had been on his bond, not to deliver 
him up to the police, but to give him 
until this morning, when, he said, he 
would make good the check. Bolter, who 
paid last night that he had bee 
for the young man a week, refused to 
give him the chance, 
up in the West Sixty-eighth Street Police 
Station. 

Yuengling, who in his day was @ well- 
known New York clubman and man about | 
town, according to his friends had been 
in a bad. way for along time. He always 
dressed well, and to the last managed 
to gratify his longing for automobiles 
and an occasional wine supper. Recently 
the strain of the life began to tell on 
him, and according to the doctors in 
Bellevue his death in the hospital yes- 
terday afternoon w 
life he had led. 

Two weeks ago Yuengling got into the 
trouble that was to end his career in the 
prison ward of Bellevue. On that oc- 
easion he was arrested on the complaint 
of Benjamin Goldfinger, who has an au- 
tomobile agency, who charged that he 
had rented an automobile for three and 
a half hours and was unable to pay for 
it. Goldfinger also charged him with 
giving him a draft for $120 for previous 
rents of automobiles, and that this draft | 
had not been honored when presented 
for payment. 

Yuengling was arraigned in the West 
Side Court and released in $300 bail, 
which was furnished by Bolter, the liv- 
ery man. Last night Bolter said that 
he. had gone on the bond at the request 
of a friend, and that when Yuengling 
did not appear last Monday or Tuesday 
for the hearing Magistrate Barlow gave 
him a week in which to produce him. 
Saturday night, he said, he found out 
where he was and had him arrested. 
It was after that arrest that the young 
man begged «he bondsman to give him 
until to-day to get the money. 

Surgeons Blame Keepers. 

Yuengling was a pitiful sight when 
Magistrate Barlow committed him to the 
West Side Court prison in default of 
bail, and last night the Bellevue sur- 
geons intimated that had the prison 
keepers realized the condition of their 
prisoner and .ad him to the 
pital yesterday morning instead of wait- 
ing until the afternoon they might nave 
saved his life. Tle weak when 
he was received at the hospital that he 
was unable to respond to the treatment, 
and died in less than two hours after 
he was put to bed. 

Night Keeper James Dwyer of the West 
Side Prison said last night that when 
Yuengling was in the prison a week ago, 
after his first arrest, he acted like a rav- 
ing maniac. He said that Yuengling 
thought he was going to die, and asked 
him if he would deliver a letter for him to 
gome one that Dwyer says he thought 
was his wife. Dwyer promised that he 
would, and last night he showed this let- 
ter, which was addressed to Mrs. p. 
Hawthorne Avenue, Yonk-

When Yuengling was released after his 
first arrest he left this note with Dwyer. 
When the young man did not appear for 
the hearing set for last Monday Bolter, 
his bondsman, became anxious and got 
Magistrate Barlow to postpone the hear- 
ing until yesterday. Saturday he got 
Yuengling, it was said last night, to come 
to New York from Yonkers and had Court 
Officer Joseph Scheifle arrest him on ar- 
rival. The young man, it is said, fainted 
when arrested. 

It was about 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon when Bellevue received the first call 
for an ambulance from the West Side 
Prison. Dr. Bradley, who was in charge 
of the ambulance, said he found Yueng- 
ling in a very serious condition, and that 
when he told the keeper that it was nec- 
essary to take Yuengling to the hospital 
the keeper refused to allow him to do so 
because there was no keeper available to 
accompany the ambulance. 

“Y told the keeper,” said Dr. Bradley, 
“that the prisoner was in a serious con- 
dition, and that I was compelled to insist 
that I be allowed to take him to the 
hospital. I was then told to go ahead 
and fix the man up, and that he would 
be all right after a while. I told the 
keeper that was out of the question as 


the man’s temperature was very high 
and he was likely to die unless he had 
hospital treatment. No attention was 
paid to what I said, and, after doing 
what I could for the man, I returned to 
the hospital.’’ 

About 4 o’clock Bellevue was called up 
again, and this time Dr. Wyckoff was 
sent to the prison. Dr. Wyckoff found 
Yuéngling in a state of partial coma and 
with a temperature of about 106 degrees. 
He told the keeper that it was absolutely 
necessary to take the man to the hospi- 
tal, and again the keeper objected because 
there was no keeper available to accom- 
pany the ambulance. 


Sent to Hospital Too Late. 


“TI told the keeper,” said Dr.. Wyckoff, 
“that it was out of the questiton to make 
such objections, as the man was perfectly 
safe, so far as getting away was con- 
cerned, in his weakened condition, and 
that unless his removal was expedited 


the chances were all against him. Final- 
ly a keeper was obtained, and I hurried 
the man to the hospital. On the way I 
applied restoratives and tried artificial 
respiration in an effort to arouse the pa- 
tient. He was taken to the prison ward, 
and two of the prison visiting physicians,

STRANGE ATTACK ON WOMAN. 


Man and Two Women Bind, Gag, and 
Disrobe Her, Then Pour Acid on Her. 


In the absence of her family, Mrs. Mary 
Sample, a widow, 64 years old, living at 
577 Franklin Avenue, Brooklyn, was at- 
tacked by a man and two women in her 
flat and left, bound and gagged, on the 
floor, after they had stripped all the 
clothing from her and poured carbolic 
acid over her face and body. 

Mrs. Sample said that shortly after 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoon her son-in- 
law, Albert Joost, a photographer, went 
out for a walk with his wife. About half 
an hour later the bell rang, and when she | 
called down the speaking tube and asked 
who was there a man’s voice replied, ‘ It's 
Jimmy.’ She pressed the button and 
opened the door leading to the hallway. 

The wornen came up the stairs, followed 
by a man. Directly they got to the door, 
without any warning, one of the women 
dashed some red pepper into Mrs. Sam- 
ple’s eyes and pushed her into the room, 
closing the door behind them. Half 
blinded by the pepper and suffering in- 
tense pain, the aged woman could not 
defend herself. She said it was one of 
the women who poured the acid in her 
face after her clothing had been torn off. 

After a hard struggle Mrs. Sample suc- 
ceeded in dislodging the gag and 
screamed for help, which brought in 
some of the neighbors. The police of the 
Grand Avenue Station were notified, but 
for some reason the aged women de- 
clined to give any description of her as- 
Sailants, 

Some of the tenants living in the apart- 


ment house saw the man accompanied 
by the two women go in, but did not take 
any particular notice of them. Mrs. 
Sample has been a widow for fifteen 
years. The police were informed that 
“Jimmy” was the name a man as 
known by who fs in litigation with Mrs.

Mrs. Sample was badly burned by the 
acid, but refused to go to the hospital 
for treatment. She remained in her apart- 
ment and was aftended by her own phy- 
sician. 


IN BOSTON “TECH” AT TEN. 


Wiilie Sidis Passes Examinations— 
Average Age of Freshmen 21.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 27.—William J. 
Sidis, a ten-year-old Brookline boy, who 
was withdrawn from the Brookline High 
School because he was already further 
advanced than the school course called 
for, has just passed successfully the en- 
trance examinations for the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. The aver- 
age age ‘of the student entering the insti- 
tute is 21, and many students are college 
graduates. 

The boy has spent only eleven months 
of his life of ten years under the in- 
struction of teachers. At the age of 2 
years he could read and write, and two or 
three years later he could speak four 
languages. His parents are Russians, and

The difference 
is presented to the trust under the guise 
of ‘‘allowances” for hauling its own 
product for delivery at the terminals of 
the defendant railroad companies. 

According to the testimony now In pos- 
session of the commission, the sugar re- 
finers of New York get an allowance of 
2 cents a hundred pounds for cartage and 
4 1-5 cents a hundred pounds for lighter- 
age across the river. In his brief Mr. 
Neall declares that 2 cents a hundred 
pounds would cover all charges neces- 
sary to get the freight across the river 
to the railroads, and that 4 1-5 cents of 
the rebate is not even disguised and is 
an open and aboveboard gift to the sugar 
corporation, 

The brief takes not only the local ques- 
tion at issue of discrimination between 
shippers and discrimination between lo- 
calities, but also the fundamental prin- 
ciple involved, which applies to the entire 
subject of accessorial allowances and 
their relations to rates of freight, not only 
in New York City, but throughout the 
country. It is argued that the practice 
of including accessorial allowances as an 
integral part of a rate of freight readily 
becomes a subterfuge whereby the pay- 
ment of a rebate is accomplished; that it 
necessarily produces discrimination, and 
that it deprives the railroad companies’ 
stockholders of revenue properly belong- 
ing to them. 

The argument is made that !t will be 
impossible for the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission to decide equitably the multi- 
tude of substantially analogous cases 
which would arise if the present practice 
in the matter of allowances is permitted 
to continue, and that the only course open 
to the commission is to lay down a prin- 
ciple capable of application generally in 
pete oases, on which their decisions can 
be Dased. 

The fight that is to be made will be 
followed with close interest by shippers 
in many of the big centres of the United 
States. In many of the leading cities the 
same system of “allowances” {s said to 
be in vogue. In case Mr. 
a favorable ruling the door will be shut 
tight on rebating.

RESTORES COLOR TO MUMMIES 


Prof. Wilder Tried HIis Process on a 
Frog First.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 27.—An interview 
is published here to-day with Prof. Harris 
Hawthorne Wilder of Smith College, 


which he tells of the discovery of a 


process for restoring to their original state | 


the shrunken features of mummles. 

Through the use of a weak solution of 
a caustic potash Prof. Wilder says he has 
restored the bodies and features of a 
number of mummies of the race of Amer- 
ican cliff dwellers so completely that the 
color of the skin, the contour of the 
features, and even diseases of the skin 
became easily distinguishable. 

A dried frog which had been lying in 


his laboratory for a year was his first | 


subject. One night before retiring he 
tossed this flattened and almost shape- 
less object into a vat of potash. At the 
time he was not certain whether it was a 
frog or a toad, so completely had its dis- 
tinguishing marks been lost in the drying. 
The next morning he was astonished to 
find what appeared to be a live frog with 
all the natural colors and markings clear- 
ly shown, floating upon the surface of 
the potash. 

This led Prof. Wilder to begin at once 
experiments upon mummified small ani- 
mals, and finally upon the mummies of 
ancient races.

27.—Dr. W. A. Pratt, a New York phy- 
sician, had an encounter with seals whom 
hunger had driven savage here yesterday. 
Dr. Pratt was compelled to fight for his 
life for forty minutes, The only weapon 
he had was an old broom handle. He 
was almost ready to give up the stuggle 
wher help arrived. 

He had gone fishing early in the morn- 
ing and returned to the island with 
twenty-two albicore. While he was at 
lunch near the wharf in his launch half 
a dozen hungry seals appeared on the 
quiet surface of the bay. In a moment 
they were struggling furiously to get 
aboard his launch. 

Defending his catch with a broom handle 
the doctor succeeded in getting his 
launch to the pier, but the seals renewed 
their attack more savagely than before, 
attempting to snap his legs and arms, and 
trying to throw themselves into the 
launch, An old blind seal recently brought 
to Avalon from West Lake Park, Los 
Angeles, led the attack. The doctor struck 
jit across the face a dozen times before it 
| dropped into the water. 

Finally, exhausted, the doctor dropped 
four big fish overboard. While the seals 
were seizing and eating these helped ar- 
rived. Dr. Pratt saved the rest of his 
catch.

One of your supporters, The New York 
World, in February last, printed a list 
of contributions to your campaign fund 
1896, containing the names of individ- 
uals and corporations owning silver mines, 
jrho made contributions to the aggregate 
amount of $288,000, one of these contri- 
butions being ef $159,000 and another of 
$45,000, &c. 

Now all the great financial magnates 
who then contributed to your campaign 
fund would have preferred business pros- 
Pperity to business adversity, other things 
being equal; but they would rather have 
had the immense profit that would have 
accrued to them from the free coinage of 
the fifty-cent dollar than the smaller

When he heard of the bringing of the suit 
he directed the Acting Governor to order 
me to dismiss the suit and indulged in in- 
solent language to the effect that he would 
not tolerate any proceedings by me except 
at his direction.

A Times reporter, who sent his card to 
Mr. Carlisle at the hotel, was presently 
called by the clerk to talk with the ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury over the tele- 
phone. The reporter explained his errand 
in search of the desired “‘ evidence.”’ 

“Do you think I am going to discuss 
such a matter as that over the tele- 
phone?"’ demanded Mr. Carlisle at the 
other end of the wire. 

The reporter reminded Mr. Carlisle that 
he had himself chosen that means of com- 
munication when a personal interview 
Was requested. 

“Well, we won't go into that,’’ said Mr. 
Carlisle. ‘‘ What is it you want?”’ 

The reporter repeated his request for a 
statement of the “ evidence’’ for doubt- 

the authenticity of the Cleveland 
article. : 

“Do you think I would issue guch a 
gtatement in this way?’ said Mr. Car- 
lisle. ‘If I decide to make such a state- 
ment, I will prepare one myself, in writ- 
ten form. No, I don’t mean I am-going 
to prepare one. I say I may prepare one. 
I don’t know when I shall prepare it, 
either. I don’t know why,THE TIMES 
should ask one from me.” : 

Then Mr. Carlisle said he had been ill 
in bed all day, and rang off.

New YORK TIMES 2 political article pur- 

porting to be signed by the late Grover 

Cleveland, admitted to The World last night 

that Mr. Cleveland did not actually write 

the article as it appeared in print, nor did 

the ex-President actually dictate it as it 

was published. 

“That statement,” said Mr. Branden- 
burg, “‘is a malicious lie. Instead of 
admitting that the article was not au- 
thentic I furnished a World representa- 
tive with a statement setting forth com- 
plete proof of the authenticity of the arti- 
cle. This statement he telephoned in 
my presence, word for word, to his news- 
paper. 

“They printed not one line of this, but 
did print a statement completely to the 
contrary. I shall take steps at once to 
defend myself.”’

‘DENIES OIL CHARGE. 
Senator Says He Has Never Been an 
‘Agent of the Standard. 


Senator Depew modestly denied yester- 
day that he was the “greatest Standard 
Oil agent in the Senate,"’ as Gov. Charles 


N. Haskell accused him of being in an 
open letter to President Roosevelt made 
public as the Governor of Oklahoma was 
ae through Kansas City. Senator 
epew denied that he had ever had any- 
thing to do with Standard Oil or any 
other kind of oil, with one exception. 
But that exception, said the Senator yes- 
terday, was an innocent transaction, 

“The accusation of Gov. Haskell that 
I am, or was, a Standard Oil Company 
agent in the Senate !s preposterous,” said 
Senator Depew at the Tuxedo Club. ‘“ The 
only time I ever had anything to do with 
a transaction in oil was about four years 
ago, I think. At that time about half a 
dozen of my constituents in the Western 
part of the State came to me in Washing- 
ton and said they were about to lose all 
the money they had. As I remember it 
Peter Nixon was the leader of these West- 
ern New York men. 

“ They told me that all their ane was 

ad a 
lease in the Indian Territory. What the 
name of the oil company was I do not re- 
member, if, indeed, they told me fhe 
name of the company. sut I do remem- 
ber this—they gave me to uniierstand that 
they owned the company. There was no 
intimation at the time that it was con- 
nected in any way with the Standard Ol 
Company. 

‘“*Mr. Nixon and the others told me that 
the oil company lease was just about to 
»xpire in the Indian Territory, and that 
unless they were able to get an extension 
of time or a renewal they would lose 
practically all the money theY had. They 
told me that the Indians were in favor of 
the extension of the lease. 

‘I took the party to the Secretary of 
the Interior, then Mr. Hitchcock, and in- 
troduced them to him. I told Mr. Hitch- 
cock what my constituents had told me, 
and they explained to him the entire sit- 
uation. 

“Afterward I think I wrote notes to 
President Roosevelt introducing Mn 
Nixon and the other gentlemen to him. 
I am sure I never called upon the Presi- 
dent about the matter, but I suppose Mr, 
Nixon and the others went to see the 
-resident. The result of it all was that 
they obtained the renewal or extension of 
their lease. 

“That was the only time in my life as 
a Senator that I ever interested myself in 
oil. And, as I have told you already, I 
had no intimation that the company in 
which my constituents were interested 
was a Standard Oil concern.” 

The company whose fate depended on 
the extension of its lease in the Indian 
Territory, as Senator Depew expressed it, 
was the Prairie Oll and Gas Company, 
which, in 1903, obtained a franchise in the 
Indian bahay ma for. the laying of a pipe 
line. Gov. Haskell in his open letter said 
yesterday that, after the granting of the 
franchise to the company, which was a 
Kansas corporation, it at once built its 
main line from Kansas down about 100 
miles into Indian Territory, now the State 
of Oklahoma, and began and still con- 
tinues operation.

that there are many other Senators now 
in active public life who acvept ‘ retain- 
ers’ from the Standard Oil is the keynote 
of President Gompers’s leading editorial in 
the October issue of The Federationist. 

“The thing to which we especially call 
in this Foraker matter,’’ he 
“iss that it is evident to anybody 
of average discernment that 
Mr. Foraker may not be the only Senator 
who accepts trust ‘ retainers.’ If he were, 
it would hardly be possible for him to 

deliver the goods’ so successfully year 
after year. It takes quite a number of 
Senators to defeat the will of the people, 
yet they have generally done it success- 
fully. We also point out the curious co- 
incidence that, while the corporations 
have had little difficulty in securing im- 
munity from restrictive legislation, the 
workers have been unable to secure any- 
thing in the way of just and protective 
legislation which would guard and defend 
the fundamental rights of human liberty, 
primarily for themselves and generally 
for all the people.”’ 

On the subject of injunctions Mr. Gomp- 
ers declares again that Judge aft is the 
originator of the system and that since 
his service on the bench he has neither 
admitted any error nor promised any re- 
forms, and he characterizes President 
Roosevelt’s defense of Judge Taft as a 
distinct retrogression from the position 
held by the President in his utterances to 
Congress.

WOMEN LABOR UNIONS 
IN CONVENTION BERE} 


Representatives of Organizations 
in Four States Meet to 
Compare Notes. 


HIT HARD BY THE PANIC 


Delegates Say Many Dropped from the 
New Formed Unions in Hard Times 
—Better Times Reported Now. 


Nearly 100 earnest girls and women 
representing trades unions in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut, and New Jer- 
sey are in this city for a meeting to last 
two days. They are affiliated with the 
National Women’s Trade League. Other 
branches of this National organization 
are holding similar conventions in Bos- 
ton and Chicago, and the three branches 
interchanged telegrams yesterday. 

Some of the things noticed at this meet- 
ing of women, most of whom are just 
beginning to get into the union move- 
ment, was the enthusiasm with which 
they espouse the cause of woman suf- 
frage and the elght-hour day, the report- 
ed difficulty of holding women together 
in an organization, though it is easy 
to get them to join; the deep and wide- 
spread effect of the panic last Winter 
on working people and the pathetically 
humorous class feeling of women em- 
ployed in the same sort of work. 

In the morning the delegates met in the j 


Berkeley Theatre, where Haymond Rob- 
ins, a Chicago trades unionist and settie- 
ment worker, delivered a fiery address, 
which was meant to encourage more wo- 
men to join the union movement. 

Mr. Robins took an hour or so in quot- 
ing Abraham Lincoln on trades unionism, 
——— that Lincoln had said that 
“labor is prior to and independent of 
capital.”’ 
he afternoon session was held at La- 

Temple, 288 East Eighty-fourth 
Street, the time being given to reports of 
delegates on the condition of their unions 
and to resolutions.

the stage to tell what they had been do- 
ing, and here came out the evidence of 
the effect of the panic.

ST, PETERSBURG, Sept. 27.—Since the 
beginning of the epidemic there have been 
15,683 cases of Asiatic cholera reported in 
Russia and 7,102 deaths. In St. Peters- 
burg alone, since the presence of the dis- 
ease was Officially admitted, Sept. §8, 
there have been 4,931 cases and 1,875 
deaths reported. 

The figures with reference to the in- 
vasion of the city by the disease cannot 
be relied upon, as on a number of occa- 
sions private but trustworthy statistics 
showed the number of cases and deaths In 
a single day to be far in excess of that 
announced by the authorities. 

The efforts of Premier Stolypin and 
some of the higher Government officials, 
however, which recently have been direct- 
ed toward arousing the municipal authori- 
ties to action, have resulted in an ap- 
preciable betterment of the sanitary con- 
ditions and a consequent decrease jin the 
disease, as shown by“ the figures given 
out to-day. 

For the twenty-four hours ended at 
noon the number of new cases in the 
city was 268 and the number of deaths 
143, as compared with 312 new cases and 
153 deaths for the previous twenty-four 
hours and 357 cases and 162 deaths be- 
tween Thursday noon and Friday noon. 

The people have taken heart because of 
this improvement, and the health offi- 
cers and scores of doctors attached to the 
cholera corps have redoubled their efforts 
toward the eradication of the disease. 

Notwithstanding the fact that since the 


beginning of the epidemic the cases mul- 
tiplied at an alarming rate, the health 
otficials have been encouraged because of 
the comparatively low death rate. In

|the chances of loss on the Aqueduct rac- 
ing are reduced from nine days to six 


days. It is taken as a matter of course 


by horsemen that under the rearrange- 


ment the New York racing season will 
be shortened by nine days. The exchange 
of dxtes by Aqueduct leaves the iast days 
open to racing in New York unclaimed, 
and brings the end of the season with the 
finish of the Jamaica meeting on Nov, 4. 


Witn the Aqueduct meeting, racing is 
removed from Kings County for the re- 


mainder of the year, and the enforcement

Queens County. It is said by racing offi- 
cials that the move will cause no change 
in the regulations that were —— by 
the managers of the tracks for the eup- 
pression of bookmaking and public bet- 
fing.

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INEPT FINANCE. 

Mr. BRYAN has the best of reasons for 
wishing the financial question kept in 
the background in this campaign. There 

‘ean be no good reason for obliging him. 
His vulnerability cannot be too much 

~ emphasized. Mr. SHBERMAN’s speech 
here on that text is excellent, and can 
be repeated to advantage everywhere. 
But Mr.. SHERMAN seems unaware that 
“the enemy's country” of Mr, BRYAN 
is not the place to ask approval for the 
Republican Administration of the Na- 
tional finances. At least that ought 
to be done only in general terms, and 
without the specifications which Mr. 
SHERMAN supplies. His conclusion, 
perhaps, may be approved by unthink- 
ing partisans, but his reasoning can be 
approved only by those who are now 
explaining their support cf the Cur- 
rency bill just passed, and which it is 
perceived must be amended before it 
can be of any use. 

Mr, SHERMAN points admiringly to the 
$1,426,643,372 gold in the United States 
Treasury, besides the $200,000,000 in 
the National banks. He contrasts that 
great sum with the comparatively piti- 
ful $190,000,000 in the Bank of Eng~ 
land, The increase of the gold in the 
Treasury since 1900 is more than the 
total holdings of England and Germany 
combined. The Treasury’s holdings 
exceed those of the three richést powers 
of Hurope. If the banks’ holdings be 
added, the gold in the United States sur- 
passes that of any four powers of Eu- 
rope. “ The figures are more eloquent 
than words.” They are, but they speak 
of things not within Mr. SHERMAN’s 
ken, or he would not have-spoken as he 
“aid. 

Mr. SHERMAN seems to think that it 
is a good thing to waste abundance of 
resources. The nations whose supply 
of gold is so scanty support a commerce 
larger in the aggregate than the com- 
merce of the United States, and they 
support it in-a manner which since 
last Autumn it does not Ile in American 
mouths to criticise. By making one 
gold dollar do the work of four in the 
United States they save the burden 
upon industry of supplying three un- 
necessary dollars. Mr. SHERMAN speaks 
of the gold abroad as “hoarded” in 
banks. Every dollar thus hoarded is 
keeping at work several dollars of 
money as good as the world has, and 
as good as any one need ask. The same 

cannot be said of the United States. 
Our dollars are as good as gold ulti- 
mately, but they were not as good as 
gold on demand a few months ago, 
and they would not be again under like 
conditions. This is all the basis there 
is for Mr. BRYAN’s pernicious demand 
for Government guarantee of deposits. 
There is no demand abroad for a Gov- 
ernment guarantee, because the guar- 
antee is supplied by gold itself. This 
Nation has gold resources ampler than 
Burope, and yet the Republican Party 
has not found a way to make our gold 
dollars work as hard as the gold dol- 
lars of Europe. It is the gold in our 
Treasury which is hoarded, not the gold 
“in the central banks of Europe. It is 
no answer that the gold in the Treasury 
is represented by certificates in the 
pockets of the people. <A gold dollar in 
@ man’s pocket pays one dollar of debt, 
and no more. In the banks it can pay 
manifold that indebtedness. 

Mr. SHERMAN goes on to say: 


Our 2 per cents are steadily at 104 
to 105, while British consols, bearing 
2% per cent. interest, bring only .86. 
German 3% per cents sell at .88, and 
French rentes at .96. That ts the trib- 
ute of the world’s markets to Amer- 
ican finance under Republican control. 
It is a reward earned by the rejection 
of Mr. Brryan’s fallacies, 

Mr. SHERMAN ought to have been in- 
capable of that. Our sympathy with 
his cause urges us to let it pass, but it 
{gs a Hving issue in our legislation, and 
that misrepresentation—with apologies 
for the word—should not be left unchal- 
lenged at any time, and especially not 
as the utterer rises in the scale. It is 
the National bank system which main- 
tains our bonds at a fictitious price in 
our home markets, for there is no quo- 

‘tation for them in foreign markets, ex- 
cept for resale where a market is sup- 
plied for them by law, rather than by 
their merits as investments. That Re- 
publican enactment makes it necessary 
for the United States to carry hundreds 
of millions of gold so nearly idle, and 
the last law put upon the statute book 
‘by the Republicans repeats that un- 
forgivable error in banking policy. In 
order to enlarge the use of bonds as a 


_ basis for bank currency gold is demon- 


tized for banking purposes by a species ' 


of it. He would do better to confine 
himself. to the safer ground of criti- 
cising Mr. Brran.

THE LEADERSHIP OF GOV. HUGHES. 

In some ways the position of Gov. 
HuaGuHes in the politics of the time is 
more distinguished than that of any 
other man, He !s the accepted leader 
of his party in the largest State of the 
Union, and its candidate for the chief 
office in the State, against the united 
opposition of nearly all the managers 
of his party, because of his extraordi- 
nary strength with the people of all 
parties. He has won in the contest be- 
tween the people and the managers not 
by using the weapons of the managers 
against them, not’ by the devices or 
even by the legitimate methods of poll- 
tics, but solely by doing his duty as 
he saw it and inviting the people to 
pass judgment on it. He has employed 
and sought no organization in his own 
behalf, he has used his large powers of 
appointment to surround himself with 
no lHeutenants, no _ politico-personal 
agents. He has, in fact, estranged 
many good men who have desired and 
worked for his renomination by his ap- 
parently complete indifference, not 
merely to their claims for recognition, 
but-to their natural wish for his open 
co-operation. Judged by the ordinary 
standards of conduct of men in his 
situation, he has seemed to do about 
everything that could be done to as- 
sure his own defeat, and to leave un- 
done all that could aid his success, ex- 
cept one thing—he has frankly, fear- 
lessly, and completely left the whole 
matter to the decision of the people. 
To them he has rendered an account in 
full, to them as principals from him as 
trustee. Whether they wished to con- 
tinue the trust was their affair, not his. 
That is a very unusual course; it is 
really a very dignified and manly 
course. No candidate now in the field 
for any office, not even Mr. Tart, 
though the two men have much in 
common, has followed it with such un- 
compromising courage, . such 
and absolute loyalty. 

It may be said—a good many men 
have said it—that this course involves 
& self-confidence approaching egotism. 
The only answer is, and it is complete, 
that the Governor’s consistent and un- 
impeachable disinterestedness must be 
held to offset any inference of egotism. 
Moreover, it must be remembered that 
the confidence he has expressed in the 
people, in making his appeal to them, 
has not necessarily implied that they 
would approve of his policy, but only 
that, when well informed, they would 
decide rightly, By that decision, 
whether for or against him, he has been 
ready to abide. It is in this attitude, 
which his worst foes must concede that 
he has maintained very firmly, that the 
Governor shows the wholesome working 
of a sane mind, shows his freedom from 
the dangerous temper of the fanatic. 
He professes to be trying earnestly to 
be right in his opinions and acts, but 
he lays no claim to a monopoly of recti- 
tude. He does not even lay claim to 
any extraordinary endowment of that 
sort. On the contrary, he appears to 
regard himself as much the same kind 
of man as his fellow citizens, doing the 
work that has fallen to him much as 
any of them would be likely to do it. 
That, in substance, is the basis of his 
reliance on the popular judgment. 

“Again there is a marked absence of 
the egotistic temper in the manner in 
which he bears himself in the cam- 
paign, which he opened so signally on 
Saturday night in Brooklyn. At this 
moment, when the air is heavy with 
the angry charges and countercharges 
of candidates and their agents from all 
sides, his utterances were as free from 
vilification of others as they were of 
self-glorification. He did not assume 
that he or his party was the fountain 
of all righteousness. He did not try to 
lay at the feet of his opponents respon- 
sibility for all the evils of public life. 
He did not ignore the existence of those 
evils. Recognizing them, he pointed out 
how, in this State, under his adminis- 
tration, a determined, carefully studied 
practical effort had been made to les- 
sen them, not by any patent universally 
beneficent device, but by investigation, 
publicity, experiment, and an appeal to 
enlightened public opinion. There are 
many who have found defects in the 
instrumentalities employed in this ef- 
fort and have criticised some of its 
results. It is impossible to deny the 
soundness of the motives and the gen- 
eral excellence of the methods of the 
Governor’s work. Taking it as a whole, 
and reasoning from it to the character 
and ability of the statesman responsible 
for it, taking cognizance also of the un- 
precedented series of events that have 
led up te his nomination, we think it a 
moderate statement to say that his 
position is in many ways more dis- 
tinguished than that of any other man 
prominent in the politics of the day.

THE MANDARIN OF HARBIN. 

ScaRFOGLIO, of the Italian motorcar 
in the New York to Paris race, found 
a Chinese Mandarin in Harbin who ex- 
plained to him why the Chinese were 
not alarmed by the noise his car made, 
not annoyed by the odor of gasoline, 
not interested in the strange car or 
its journey around the world. The ex- 
planation given by the Mandarin was 
in the cable dispatches of Tum SuNDAY 
TIMES. 

There is nothing extraordinary in 
the motorcar. There is nothing ex- 
traordinary in anything. Men invented 
it yesterday. They will invent some- 
thing else to-morrow. Still the world 
goes around, and we are not an atom 
the happier, 

That Mandarin might be dull com- 
pany. His philosophy is not altogether 
sound. He is probably insincere. We 
have no doubt that he and his kind 
get a great deal of happiness out of 
life. They see a great deal that is 
going on, too, out of the corners of 
their almond-shaped eyes. The cent- 
urles have taught them not to be over- 
demonstrative. They sometimes over- 
do their expression of placidity, but 
generally it has become natural with 
them. They are capable of extrava- 
gance, violence, madness; when they 
are stirred up they are dangerous. But 
the passing over the desert of a strange, 
self-moving car does not stir them. 

Of course nobody expects the Ameri- 
cans to be as placid and seemingly 
uninterested in novelties as the Chinese. 
SCARFOGLIO gravely says that his worst 
experiences in his journey were with 
the American people. They troubled 
him more than the mountains, the bad 
roads, the bridgeless streams, the bliz- 
zard in Death Valley. It seems strange 
to hear an Italian complain of excita- 
bility, volubleness, inquisitiveness in a 
people. He says the Americans are 
“fast and late.” That applies to him- 
self. He had a fast car and was very 
late in reaching Paris’ But no matter. 
What he says of the Americans is in 
the main true. The ferment of democ- 
racy is bewildering. 

There is an undercurrent of truth in 
the hyperbolical statement of the Man- 
darin of Harbin which we may well 
ponder over. As a people we are 
often too demonstrative. We like to get 
excited, to exaggerate, to work our- 
selves Into violent wrath at the wrong 
time. Most of us know what ts going 
on from day to day, are aware of public 
evils which could be checked fn their 
very beginning by the exercise, at some 
little personal sacrifice, of good citizen- 
ship. 

Dikiapolis is now lashing himself 
into fury over iniquities which have 
been pointed out to him many times, 
which would never have existed if he 
had done his duty. We can imagine 
the Mandarin of Harbin saying to him: 


There is nothing extraordinary in 
the gigantic trust. There is noth- 
ing extraordinary in anything. Men 
invented it yesterday. They will in- 
vent something else to-morrow. Still 
the world goes around, and we are 
not an atom the wiser. 

Only, besides the Mandarin’s tran- 
quillity, we need also all our native 
energy to act, and common sense to 
regulate our actions. The amount of 
good that comes out of turmoil and 
wrathful excitement {fs always relative. 
ly small. Dikiapolis should be wake- 
ful, watchful, and attentive to his 
duties every day.

SWINBURNE AND THE NOBEL PRIZE. 

If the report is true that the Swedish 
Academy of Stockholm will bestow the 
Nobel Prize for literature this year 
upon ALGERNON CHARLES SWINBURNE, 
it shows again the difficulty encoun- 
tered in awarding that part of Aurrep 
NoOBEL’s bequest annually as a recogni- 
tion of work done within the year. The 
literary prize, amounting to $40,000, is 
given to “the person who ifn literature 
has provided the most excellent work 
of an idealistic tendency.” 

SWINBURN®’s latest poem, “ The Duke 
of Gandia,” is merely a rattling of the 
old bones of the dubious Borgia scandal. 
His forthcoming prize book on Eliza- 
bethan poetry is made up, we believe, 
of collected papers. Since the Nobel 
prizes were instituted in 1901 he has 
not done much to strengthen the ideal- 
istic tendency of literature. 

SWINBURNE surely deserves the honor 


‘}in the circumstances, however, and is, 


for that matter, almost as near the 
literary current as Mr. Kipiine, who 
received the prize last year. In award- 
ing the prizes for good work In physics, 
medicine, chemistry, and the promotion | 
of peace, the various:committees who | 
are executing NoBev’s will “for the 
good of humanity” are generally able 
to recognize recent achievements. But 
literature of an idealistic tendency lJan- 
guishes in spite of the encouragement 
NosBgEt strove to give it.

forests, and are the unwatched cause 
of the long strips of conflagration.’ The 
flames still sweep through the Adiron- 
dacks and along the tracks of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. The teach- 
ings of the experience are fearful, but 
the ignorance which the’ experience 
combats is profound. The next genera- 
tion will wonder ruefully at the stupid- 
ity of its fathers. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Every day or two the cable 
dispatches tell of efforts 
Channel made in France to persuade 
WILBUR WricHT that, in- 

Crossing. stead of limiting his flights 
to circling the big plain where all his 
tests have been made, he should attempt 
the crossing of the English Channel. Their 
argument is that to do this would be the 
best possible demonstration of perfect 
confidence in his machine. That sounds 
well, but the shrewd Ohioan has not been 
tempted. He isn’t the sort of person who 
would be likely to show more confidence 
than he really feels merely to create a 
sensation. He tells these irresponsible ad- 
visers that it would prove no more 4s re~ 
gardg aerial navigation to fly above water 
than above land, and he is courageous 
enough to say that he does not care to 
add the chance of getting drowned to the 
suffictently numerous perils incidental to 
the operation of a machine the capacities 
and peculiarities of which are not yet 
any too weil known even by its inventor. 

He may or may not see a special sig- 
nificance In the frequency with which the 
Channel venture is suggested to him, 
There probably is one, however. Keen 
as is American interest in airships, it {s 
mild as conipared with that taken in them 
by the Continental nations,. particularly 
France and Germany, and the difference 
is so great that it has been a subject of 
frequent adverse comment by hopeful 
aeronauts and aviators who have come 
over here expecting to create much ex- 
citement, only to find to their surprise 
and disappointment that we had little at- 
tention to give them. The reason is, pre- 
sumably, that while we take what may be 
called a sporting interest in balloons 
and aeroplanes, we feel no great need for 
them, and have not yet thought out any 
particularly important use to which they 
ean be put. 

Consciously or subconsciously, the Con- 
tinent seems to have in mind the fact 
that, as soon as a practicable airship is 
available, the happy, and, therefore, some- 
what irritating, isolation of England will 
at least be seriously threatened, There 
is, indeed, no present probability that 
either balloons or aeroplanes will ever 
serve as a means of transportation for 
armies. Still, a not very large flock of 
the big birds hovering over an enemy’s 
country would, or at least might, be abies 
to do an enormous amount of damage, 
since they would be almost immune from 
attack and could drop explosive missiles in 
extremely inconvenient places, Here these 
possibilities seem like rather fanciful the- 
ories, for our isolation is by oceans, not 
a strait, but in Europe they are taken 
much more seriously, for there it is only a 
step from one country to arother, and 
the dread of war is always present, 

In evident recognition 
of the fact that there 
{s a certain antagonism 
between public and pri- 
vate schools, and that 
Americans, In theory always, and in prac- 
tice often, prefer the former to the lat- 
ter, Dr. ENpicotr Prasopy, the Head 
Master of the Groton School, made most 
of the article we printed Saturday a de- 
fense or apology for his own and similar 
establishments. 

Like the rest of us, he seems to wish 
that the course of every American boy— 
and prosumably of every American girl~ 
might be through the public kindergar- 
ten, primary schopl, high school, and 
State University, and he recognized a 
tendency toward something like this, with 
the ultimate taking over by the State of 
all the endowed colleges. But he found 
a strong argument for the private school, 
and especially for the private boarding 
school, in the fact that in large towns 
and cities the ideal of a home life, in the 
case of children, is made impossible by 
local conditions. The public school may 
be good and the home Influences admir- 
able, but the streets as playgrounds 
abound with physical and moral perils 
for the young, and on the whole, in Dr. 
PEABODY's opinion, it {is better for the 
town boy to spend a considerable portion 
of his time in the private boarding school, 
which is usually in the country. 

The argument is valid and a strong one, 
but perhaps it could be attacked at one 
or two judiciously selected angles. For 
one thing, it admits too much as to the 
necessary, if not as to the actual, imper- 
fections of the public schools in the big 
cities, Some of them are, Indeed, decid- 
edly alarming ,jaces into which to send 
the carefully guarded children of families 
more or ‘ess highly refined’and civilized, 
but the pgblic schools will become more, 
not less, alarming if no such children go to 
them and their parents no longer take a 
persona] interest in remedying their de- 
fects. The public schools certainly will 
not serve their intended purpose if it’ be 
once admitted that they are only for the 
rough and poor. 

There are many parts of the country 
where no such admission is, or need be, 
made in regard to them, and those are the 
parts of the country, it {s worth while 
noting, where there is never a lack of 
schoolhouse room and where children are 
never put on what is called part time. 
The New England village that could not 
supply educational facilities for all its 
boys and girls would think itself dis- 
graced indeed, and it is not because of 
any superabundance of riches that such 
villages never find themselves in the sit- 
uation of haughty New York City. If 
the private boarding school tn the coun- 
try is essential to the health and char- 
acter of the elty boy with well-to-do par- 
ents, it is hardly safe to send to the pub- 
lic school the city boy whose parents are 
in the depths of poverty, since he is in 
much the greater need of the refining and 
elevating influences he does not get at 
home. When the millennium comes per- 
haps there will be public boarding schools 
in the country for all the city boys.

Would Cali Out Aemy and Militia to

ports state $10,000,000, while others show 
losses to be $40,000,000.

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SAVINGS BANK INSURANCE. 


Factors That Enter Into the Massa- 
chusetts Rates. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your Issue ?f Aug. 3 there appeared 
a letter written by “‘ Policy Holder” in- | 
ferring that the cost of the insurance and} 
annuity policy, issued* by the savings} 
banks of Massachusetts, was altogether! 
too high. As I was responsible for the 
fixing of the premium rates of the sav- 
ings banks, I should be glad if you would 
give me this opportunity to answer “ Pol- 
icy Holder’s” letter. 

It would not be possible for me, with- 
out using two or three columns of your 
paper, to explain how I finally determined 
the premium rates of the savings banks. 
I shall, therefore, confine myself to two 
or three general truths concerning sav- 
ings bank Insurance that do not seem to 
be generally understood. 

‘Policy Holder” compares the rates of 
the savings banks with the rates of ordi- 
nary, not industrial, insurance companies 
doing a non-participating business, and 
draws the conclusion therefrom that the 
savings banks are making a considerable 
profit. No correct conclusions can be 
drawn from such a comparison, because 
the purpose of the two institutions re- 
ferred to is entirely different. The object 
of the savings banks is to insure the me- 
chanic, the artisan, th: laborer; that of 
tha insurance companies to insure the| 
business and professional man. Every 
student of vital statistics knows that the 
mortality among the former is consider- 
ably greater than that among the latter, 
and therefore the net premium rates of 
the savings banks must be greater than 
the net premium rates of the insurance 
companies. . 

Moreover, the premiums of the savings 
banks are payable monthly, while the 
premiums of the Insurance companies are 
payable yearly, with the option of being 
payable semi-annually or quarterly at an 
increased rate. The cost of collecting the 
monthly premiums and of keeping the 
accounts thereof is borne by the banks, 
and it must be evident that the cost of 
this collection ts quite considerably great- 
er than the cost of collecting premiums 
annually. It is true, as “ Policy Holder” 
points out, that the State pays the ex- 
penses of the actuary, the medical di- 
rector, and also furnishes the blanks and 
books for the savings banks. This should 
offset the extra cost incurred by the sav- 
ings banks in collecting premiums month- 
ly, but it does not mean that the savings 
banks will not undergo any expense in 
taking care of the routine work of the 
insurance department of the bank. 

In computing the rates for insurance 
policies the actuary must be sure, first 
and foremost, that the rates are not too 
low for safety. No actuary can foretell 
the future so accurately that the rates 
will be just sufficient, no more, no less. 
He must add a margin for unforeseen 
contingencies. This is especially so in the 
case of savings bank insurance, where 
the actuary had no pest experience to 
help him foretell the future. If the rates 
are found more than sufficient (and this 
must always be the case if an insurance 
organization is going to succeed) the 
matter is very easily adjusted at the end 
of each year by the distribution of profits 
among the policy holders. This is what 
will be done by the savings banks of Mas- 
sachusetts. The savings banks of Massa- 
chusetts are not run for the benefit of 
stockholders, as ‘‘ Policy Holder” seems 
to think, but for the benefit of depositors 
and policy holders. The banks are mu- 
tual organizations, and as such the prof- 
{ts of the savings department must be 
returned to the depositors, and the profits 
of the insurance department to the policy 
holders.

SIXTH AVENUE FIGHT WON. 


Street Which Has Been Torn Up for 
17 Months to be Restored in 10 Days. 


The retail dry goods merchants wh@ 
have been protesting against the deplora~ 
ble condition of Sixth Avenue have won 
their fight. Six gangs of workmen em< 
ployed by the Barber Asphalt Paving 


Company will start in early this morn< 
ing, and the contractors promise that the 
avenue shall be asphalted and in better 
condition than ever within ten days. 

While the matter was before Public Sere 
vice Commissioner Maltbie, where the Re- 
tail Dry Goods Assogiation had taken it 
in an effort.to force the Hudson & Man- 
hattan Railway Company, for the laying 
of whose subway tubes up the avenue the 
roadbed was torn up, the attorney for the 
McAdoo Company declared that his client 
would immediately restore the avenue on 
the order of the Borough President. Rep- 
resentatives of the Merchants’ Association 
lost no time in seeing Borough President 
Ahearn, who promptly signed the order 
authorizing and instructing the McAdoo 
people to go ahead with the work. 

The railway company was also prompt 
to carry out the agreément made by its 
attorney, only asking for sufficient time 
to ask for bids. To the Barber Company 
was awarded the contract on Saturday, 
and at once it agreed to put as many 
men on the work this morning as could 
be handled to advantage. They say that 
it will not take more than ten days to 
clean up all the rubbish and building ma- 
ferial now on the avenue from Twenty- 
eighth Street to Fourteenth Street and to 
get the asphalt down. 

The avenue has been torn up now for 
about seventeen months, in which time 
the merchants in the district assert that 
they have been greatly embarrassed, be- 
cause not a few customers refused to 
come down there to walk in mud or wade 
in water, and many times it was almost 
impossible for vehicles to pass through the 
avenue. The Hudson & Manhattan Com- 
pany, the merchants said, had deferred 
the work, alleging that the street rail- 
way company wanted to put down new 
| rails, or that conduits of various kinds 
had to be laid, until the patience of the 
| property holders of the section was worn 
out. Then they appealed to the Public 
Service Commission, with the result as 
stated. 


BIG GUN SHIP ABOUT READY. 


Navy Department Soon to Launch the 
North Dakota at Fore River. 


In a few days the plans for the launch- 
ing of the North Dakota, the first United 
States 20,000-ton, all-big-gun battleship 
of the Dreadnought type, will be made 
public, and the invitations to the event, 


| which is to be held at Fore River, Mass., 
| within about four weeks, will be sent out, 
The North Dakota, which is similar in 
all respects to the Delaware, which is 
under construction at Newport News, Va., 
will have a long forecastle deck, extending 
from the bow almost to the centre of the 
ship. Tho ten twelve-inch gung are ar- 
ranged in five turrets, two to a turre’ 
the forward turret being so located tha 
the axes of its guns are twenty-four feet 
above the water line, and just abaft 
this turret is another, the barbette of 
which 1s of sufficient height for its guns 
to clear the roof of the forward turret. 
Abaft the break of the forecastle deck, 
and also situated on the axis of the ship, 
are two more twelve-inch gun _ turrets, 
the guns of the forward turret in this 
pair firing over the roof of the after tur- 
ret. Abaft and tear the stern is. the 
fifth and last of the big turrets. Naval 
men declare that no navy in the world 
ossesses a ship of the Dreadnought type 
n which the guns are better arranged. 
For repelling torpedo attack, the North 
Dakota will carry a secondary battery of 
fourteen five-inch guns. These guns are 
all mounted broadside. The vessel will 
be driven by turbines, and is expected to 
attain a maximum speed in excess of 
twenty-one knots an hour.

Arthur Kahn, General Organizer of the 
fur workers: Meyer London, an east side 
lawyer, and several labor leaders ad- 
dressed the meeting. It was decided that 
‘jn a week or two, when the trade is thor- 
oughly organized, demands will be made 
for an increase of wages, to be enforced 
by a strike. Organizer Kahn said after 
the meeting: 

‘““A year ago the fur workers were re- 
ceiving $35 a week. Now their wages are 
from $12 to $16 a week. There was never 
a time in the history of the trade, which 
is a highly skilled one, when the wages 
were as low as they are now, 
way we can get them raised is to be thor- 
oughly organized and make a united de- 
mand. If the demand is refused, then a 
strike will be declared, ang the whole 
trade in this city will be tled up.’”’

There is an orphan paradise fish in the 
Aquarium, and if what the employes of

Para- 
dise fish come from Japan mostly, and the 
parents of thé little orphan in the Aquari- 
um came from Tokio.

}closure. They built a nest {a one of its | 


| topmost crotches. The tree containing | 


the hawks’ nest was only a few hundred! 
yards away from the bank in which the | 
| kingfishers had their home. 

The hawks at first did their foraging 
outside the confines of the park. But | 
}early last week Keeper Jim Spicer 6f the 
'bear dens wandered up along the bank of | 
ithe Jake and watched the kingfishers 
hunting there. He saw several of the! 
young hawks circling around high up, 
| over the lake. Now and then one of them | 
would give a plaintive cry. } 

One of the young fishers was particular- | 
jly expert in his fishing. Every time the | 
| bird dove into the water he emerged with | 
}a small fish, flew to a near-by limb, shook | 
|}the water from his plumage, and then} 
} devoured the fish at his leisure. The two 
| Parent kingfishers were not around. 

The young em Hymn J that Spicer was 
| watching had made several dives, and was 
| sitting on a dead limb overhanging the 
| water when the keeper saw a shadow fal! 
|upon the still surface of the lake. The 
| kingfisher evidently saw it, too, for he 
| gave a frightened cry and darted from his | 
|perch. Looking up, Spicer saw one of | 
the young..hawks Sropplas with folded 
wings straight at the limb on which the! 
kingfisher had been sitting. There was a | 
sudden aproses. of the hawk’s wings | 
just as the kingfisher darted from the | 
perch. ‘The hawk in a flash had reached 
the luckless_ bird. 

With hardly a break in his flight the 
hawk swerved, avoided the dead limb, 
| gracefully swung in a big circle around 
the lake, and made off toward the grove 
of tall trees, in the midst of which was 
the nest where he was born. And in his 
talons was the young kingfisher. 

The other four young kingfishers went 
on with their fishing as if nothing had oc- 
curred. Keeper Picer waited for an 
hour and then saw what appeared to be 
the same hawk swoop downward. When 
he headed again for the tall trees he had 
another young kingfisher in his claws. 
Keeper Spicer told Curator Ditmars about 
the occurrence. Mr. Ditmars went to the 
pond next day. There were only the two 
old kingfishers and one of their young 
ones. he other four youngsters had dis- 
appeared, nor have they been seen in the 
neighborhood of the lake since. Mr. Dit- 
mars ordered one of the Reepers to kill 
the hawks. On Wednesday he got one 
shot at a member of the hawk family, but 
missed. That was on Wednesday. Since 
then not a hawk has. been seen in the 
vicinity of the lake.

WILL EXPLAIN RULE 29. 


Some Police Lieutenants Didn’t Under- 
stand What Bingham Intended. 


It is understood that Commissioner 
Bingham will issue an order to-day mak- 
ing clear just what is meant by Rule 29, 
Section 42, of his new Green Book, issued 
last Tuesday.

Losses in Pennsylvania, Ohio, | 


and West Virginia Now Are 


EPIDEMIC IS THREATENED 


Streams May Be Disease Carriers at 
End of Drought — Pittsburg 
Coal Barges Stranded. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., 27.—The 
drought which has held Western Pennsyl- 
vania, Eastern Ohio, and West Virginia 
in its grasp for more than two months re- 
mains unbroken.

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LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Additional Duty on Steel Rat Traps 
Held to be Illegal. 


After several years of litigation, the 
Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers has decided that the exaction of an 
additional duty of two-tenths of 1 cent 
per pound on rat traps made of steel 
wire coated with copper is illegal. The 
case decided yesterday was in the name of 
the Burditt & Willlams Company of Bos- 
ton, 

The Collector decided that the articles 
were dutiable properly under Paragraph 
187 of the Dingley tariff law, which, in 
conjunction with a proviso of the same 
section of the law, called for a duty of 
2 cents per pound, plus 1% cents a pound, 
plus two-tenths of 1 cent a pound. The 
importers alleged that the traps are not 
subject to the imposition of the additional 
duty of two-tenths of 1 cent per pound. 


.This contention the board, in a decision 


by General Appraiser Fischer, upholds. 
In sustaining the claims of the im- 
porters, the decision says: ‘“‘ With respect 
to Paragraph 137, Tariff act of 1897, pro- 
viding a duty on wire and an additional 
duty on articles made from wire, with 
the further provision that coated. wire 
shall pay a duty of two-tenths of a cent 


per pound in addition to the rate imposed 
on the wire from which it is mata it 
is held that under a usage established in 
customs practice rat traps made from 
coated wire are dutiable at 11% cents per 
pound in addition to that imposed on the 
wire and without the imposition of the 
additional duty on coated wire as pro- 
vided for under the concluding clause of 
the second proviso of said paragraph.”

REMORSE IN SODEN SUICIDE. 


Mother and Son n Killed Themselves Be- 


cause of Daughter’s Unhappy Romance |

CLEVELAND, Sept. 27.—Mrs. Mary So- | 
den and Edward Soden, her son, who 
committed suicide in New York following 


the death of Miss Ella Soden, are de- 
clared by relatives here to have killed 
themselves because of remorse for having 
prevented Miss Soden from marrying a 
man seventeen years her senior, and now 
happily married. For nearly seven years, 
relatives here sav, Miss Soden grieved for 
her lost love. 

Mrs. Soden, with her daughter and son, 
were at Parma, a suburb of this city, 
visiting Philip Wetzel and her three other 
brothers, farmers, when Miss Soden met 
the elderly man who asked her to become 
his bride. On the advice of her mother 
and brother she refused him. A quarrel 
among the Wetzels arose and the Sodens 
returned to New York. Miss Soden seven 
years ago found, through a newspaper, 
that her former suitor had married. Her 
health finally became impaired from grief. 
Before her death she revealed the secret 
of her love to her mother and brother. 

The Wetzels, who have not spoken to 
each other since the quarrel over the 
Sodens, will arrange for the funeral of 
their kinspeople to-morrow and will be 
reconciled. 


The bodies of Edwin Soden, his mother, 
and sister, which were found on Satur- 
day by the police in the family flat at 
258 Greene Avenue, Brooklyn, where they 
had been lying for several days, after 
the daughter’s death and the other two 
had killed themsgelves, still lay in the 
Brooklyn Morgue last night.
